Tho conclusions ol the police are said 


to bo based on the contents ol 150 pri- 
vate letters lound in Mias Harrington's 
room, which are said to indicate that 
the murdered woman and Buck had 
oven greater intimacy than appeared on 
the snrlace. On the back of lluck'a pho- 
tograph Mias Harrington had lolt a 
written request that it be destroyed at 
her death. Tho alibi ol Knelt, as stated 
by his lamily, is not borne out by police 
investigation. Detectives state that in- 
stead of remaining in his Oakland resi- 
dence irom the time of tho arrival of the 
Marysviilo train at 11.30 until 1.30, as 
stated by his sou, Senator Buck actually 
left homo a lew. minutes alter noon. 
An Oakland resident named Chamber- 
lain came across on the lerrv with buck, 
and Chamberlain's bookkeeper states 
that his employer arrived at his ollico 
before 1 o'clock. This tho police say 
would givo iiuck lime to proceed to the 
Kills street residence of Miss Harring- 
ton, commit tlie crime and get, away be- 
fore l.:!0, the hour tho alarm ol lire was 
turned in from tlie Hat.
